*'The Western Sentinel/' published at Elizahethtown 
in the county of Hardin, " Green River Gazette," pub- | 

lisbed in Bowlinggreen, "The Newcastle Advertiser," 
printed in Newcastle, the "Champion of Freedom," 
printed in RAissellville, and "TJie Louisville Herald 
and Commercial Gazette," published by Wilkins Tan- 
uehill, all orders, advertisements and publicati<HQ8,.re* 
quired by law, except such as are particularly requir- 
ed by law to Be published in the paper of Uie Public 
Printer: and all publications made in said papers shall 
be as eflectual as if made in any other newspaper in 
this commonwealth-, and it shall be lawfol for the ed- 
itors of said papers to charge the like fees and make 
such certificates as are authorised to be charge^} and 
made by law.

1832* Chap. 3. — AN ACT to authorise the pubhcation of advertiscinents in 
^ "The Augusta Telegraph and Bracken County Advertiser." 



Be it enacted hy the General Assembly of the Common" 
wealth of Kentucky^ That all advertisements required 
by law to be made in any authorised newspaper may 
be legally published in "The Augusta Telegraph and 
Bracken County Advertiser," except such advertise- 
ments as are by law directed io be published exclu- 
sively in the paper of the Public Printer; all publica- 
tions and advertisements made in said paper shall be 
as good and valid a@ if made in any other authorised 
newspaper of this state. And it shall be lawful for 
the printer or printers oi said paper to make such 
certificates and charge such fees, as are authorised to 
' be made and charged in any other authorised news- 
paper in this commonwealth.

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Chap. 4. — AN ACT for the benefit of Noah C. Summers, Clerk of 

Bullitt County Court. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Common- 
tvealfh of Kentucky^ That it shall be lawful for Noah 
C. Summers^ clerk of the Bullitt county court, to re- 
new his bond as clerk of said court, at the next De- 
cember or January court of said county, he having 
failed to renew his bond in the time prescribed by law ; 
and said bond, when executed, shall be as efiectual 
and binding in all respects as though it had been exe- 
cuted in the time prescribed by the^act regulating the 
duties of clerks, &c. approved 23d January, 1810.

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Chap. 5.— AN ACT for the relief of the Sheriff of Oaprard County. 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky^ That the present sheriff 
of Garrard county be allowed, until the first day of 
February next, to settle and pay into the treasury of 
this commonwealth the revenue tax, which, by the 
existing law, is or may be due from him or his prede- 
cessor, and payable before that time. 

Sec. '2. Be it further enacted^ That the said sheriff 
may, and he is hereby authorised to return, to the 
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county court of* Garrard county, at the December or 18. 
January term next, a delinqi^ent list of any militia

the act, entitlefl, "An act incorporating the town of 
Warsaw, late Fredericksburg," in the county afore- 
said, be, and the same is hereby repealed; and that it 
shall be lawful for all free male citizens residing in 
the town aforesaid, who have attained to the age of. 
twenty^one years, and are entitled to vote for repre- 
sentatives, to vote for trustees for siaid town. 

Sec. H. Be it further enacted^ That the trustees of May collect 
the towft of Wai'saw, and their successors in office, ^^^ ^^ ^*'* 
shall hava the power to collect the taxes of said town 
hy a warraYit in their name, before any acting justice 
of the peace in said county. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted^ That the said trustees May collect 
shall have the power to collect as aforesaid, all taxes ^gj^dl^^^^**'* 
that have been heretofore assessed by the trustees of 
said town and have not been paid. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted^ That the citizens re- Wori?ingon 
siding in the said town shall be exempted from work- ^^^^' 
ing on any public road farther than the limits of said 
town: and that this law shall be in force from and af- 
ter its passage.

lereas, it is represented to the General Afesem- 
that Smith Alexander, of Wayne countj, sonci^ 
'^ears since departed this life intestate, leaving a 
widow, EUinor Alexander, and David S. Alexander, 
Francis M. Alexander and Polly Ann Alexander, his 
infant heirs and legal representatives, and that admin- 
istration of his estate was granted by the county court 
of Wayne county onto Henderson Cofly, and that the 
whole of the personarestate has been applied to pay- 
ing the debts of die said Smith Alexander: And, 
whereas, it is represented that there yet remains un- 
paid, of the debts of the said Smith Alexander, dec'd.

limits thereof, except the r6ad leading from.LouisvUie 
through JefFersontown, towards Howard's mill on 
Floyd's fork, which road theyshall keep in good order 
and repair one-half mile each way beyond the limits 
of said town; and all other laws in relation to the pow- 
er of the trustees of said town, to levy and collect a 
tax within the same, are hereby repealed.

Whereas James Parrish, of the county, of Woodford, 
has represented to the General Assetnbly that a road 
of but little public utility, leading from the Shawney 
run road to the Kentucky river, at a point where there 
is neither ferry nor warehouse, pagses through his land, 
and from its present state is peculiarly oppressive to 
him : For remedy whereof. 

Be it enacted by the General AsBemhly of the Common- 
weqlth of Kentucky^ That the county court of Wood- 
ford be, and the same is, hereby authorsed to allow 
the said Parrish to erect and keep gates on said rpad, 
where it passes through his tract of land,.under such 
modifications as said court shall prescribe: Provided^ 
however^ That the concurrence of a majority of the 
justices of the county of Woodford shall be necessary 
in granting the leave to erect said gates.

Sdc» L Be it enacted hy the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky^ That the Lewis circuit- 
court shall hereafter commence on the second Mon- 
day in April, tl^e second Monday in June, and the se- 
cond Monday in October, and continue six juridical 
days if the business thereof require it. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted^ That the July term of 
the Greenup circuit court shall hereafter commence 
on the second Monday instead of the first Monday in 
July, and continue six juridical days if the business 
thereof shall require it. 

Sec. 3. Be it farther enacted^ That the law now in 
force, authorising a separate chancery term to be held

Assembly, that Isachar Pawling, deceased, Jate of 
Mercer county, by various conveyances, in his lifetime, 
and also by his last will and testament, made large do- 
nations to the trustees of the Kentucky Baptist Edu- 
cation Society, in trust, for the use of a college to be 
established under their superintendance: And where- 
as, it is further represented by said trustees, that 
among the estate devised to them by the said P£^w^ 
ing there is a certain slave named Spencer, who was 
the attending servant of said Pawling for many years, 
and whom said Pawling desired and intended to 
emancipate, as a reward for his faithful obedience of, 
and attention to, his master in his old age; but that by 
some omission the intention of said Pawling was never 
carried into effect: Wherefore —

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Chap. 196. — AN ACT to appropriate a sum of money for the pur- 
pose of improving the navigation of the Cumberland River at 
Smith's shoals, and the Big South Fork of said River up to the 
Coal banks. 

Whereas, it is represented to the General Assem- 
bly of the Coni'mon wealth of Kentucky, that it is of 
vital importance to the prosperity and happiness of 
that portion of our citizens in this state living above 
the Tennessee state line, in the counties of Russell, 
Wayne, Pulaski, Lincoln, Rockcastle, Laurel, Whit- 
ley, Knox, Clay and Harlan, that the navigation of 
the Cumberland river should be improved by remov- 
ing the obstructions at Smith's shoals. 

It is further represented, that some of the finest and 
most extenanve bodies of stone-coal, ever found in the 
United States, have been found and are now opening 
on said river above said shoals, and upon the Big South 
fork of said river in the counties of Pukiski and Wayne. 
The strata of coal is several miles in length and from 
three to five feet thick, and is of a rich bituminous . 
qifality, and would afford constant labor for several 
hundred hands in building boats, getting plank, quar- 
rying, hauling, and boating the coal to market. It 
has always heretofore brought at Nashville, and at the 
ironworks on the river below, from fifteen to twenty 
cents per bushel: and there is at this time, and has 
been for nearly twelve months, from one hundred to 
one hundred and fifty thousand bushels o{ coal lying 
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•D the bank of the Cumberland river above Smithes 1833. 

shoals, and on the Big South fork, ready to be carried 1 — 

off, but could not be got jfo market in consequence of 
the obstructions in said shoals, by which the country 
has been deprived of the use of at least ^20,000 cash 
this year, which it would have received from a sister 
state. Owing to the great width of the river- at 
Smith's shoals, it requires an uncommonly high freshet 
to enable the owners of the coal mines, and others en- 
gaged in the exportation of the surplus products of the 
country lying above said shoals, to descend the river 
in safety with their boats; in consequence of which 
the whole country above, as well as the owners of said 
coal mines, are sustaining, and have sustained, im- 
mense iftjufy, by reason of their not being able to get 
the coal now lyin^ on the river bank to market. 

It is further represented and believed, that by with- 
holding appropriations for improving public highways 
and the navigable streams, you both impoverish your 
citizens and the treasury. For example: by improv- 
ing your highways and navigable streams, you in- 
crease the value of real estate in their neighborhoods. 
A plantation that would bring $1,000 before these 
outlets to market were opened, would, after they were 
opened, bring frojan two to three thousand dollars; and 
in the very same proportion the revenue paid into the 
treasury would be increased. A plantation worth 
$1,000 now pays a revenue tax of 62i cents; increase 
its value to double that sum, by improving a highway 
or navigitble stream, arid the revenue tax on the same 
plantation would be $1 25 cents, more or less, in pro- 
portiorfto^its increased value, and property never gets 
less valuable by improving highways or the navigation 
of water courses in its vicinity. 

It is further represented, that the rocks in the above 
named shoals are, for the most part, loose and shelly,

Preaub^e and Resolutions in relation to Nullifying Acts of Congress by a singl* 

State of the Union. 

The select committee of the House of Representatives, to whom was re- 
ferred the message of his Excellency, the Governor, transmitting the 
documents which contain the proceedings of the Convention held at 
Columbia, in South Carolina, in Noven^ber last, have examined thos^ 
papers with much care, and beg leave respectfully to report to the 
house the views they have taken thereon : 

The Convention have declared that the existing law s of the United 
States, irnposing duties upon the importation of foreign commodities into 
the United States, are iniquitous in their principle, and most oppressive 
and ruinous in their operation; and, moreover a palpable infraction of 
the Federal Compact. They have proceeded to decide, authoritatively, 
that these laws are in violation o^ \h& Constitution of the United States, 
and therefore, null and void ; and have directed a course of (neasures to 
the Legislature of that State, by which their operation may be obstruct- 
ed within the territorial limits of South Carolina. In the address to the 
States, a scheme of general taxation is submitted, with a distinct unf'.er- 
standing that it is a concession on the part of South Carolina, which if 
promptly met, and in a becommg manner, will te made by her to pre- 
serve the Union; and that scheme is, '^(hat the same rate of duty may 
be imposed upon the protected articles that shall be imposed up<^n the un- 
protected, provided that no more revenue be rais^ed than is necessary to 
meet the demands of the government for consdtuiional purposes; and 
provided, also, that a duty, substantially uniform, be iiuposed upon all 
foreign articles." It is abundantly obvious, ha' South Carolina reserves 
to herself the right of determining what are ''e •n.«titutional ol jet:ts;" and 
should the principle of discrimination in the imp ^rl system be abandoned, 
there is no certainty that the future revenue laws wouM not be nui sifted. 
In the proviso for a substantial uniformity in duties upon all forei^j.n im- 
ports, it is impossible not to see a field at once laid open for f iture dispu- 
tation and differences. If the in entions of Sjuth Carolina be really ia 
prevent future difficulties, she should define, with certainty, what are (he 
"constitutional purposes" for whi h revenue may be raised. The sates 
should, also, require that the disiin. tic^n be clearly drawn between an 
apparent and "substantial uniformiiy" in ^he duties imposed upon all for- 
eign imports. The Constituti; n of the United Slates declares, < hat "all 
du'ies, imposts and excises shall be uniform tliroughout the United 
Sta.es:" and your committee are under the impression that the requisi- 
tion is complied with in the present system. The distinction taken, in 
the proposition made to the states, would seem to implVj that where a du- 
ty was laid upon an article of foreign growth or manufacture, a corres- 
ponding tax should be imposed upon similar articles of domestic pro<^luc- 
tion. The effect of such ^ principle is too obvious for comrnentary, and 
effectually destroys any hope the friends of American manufactures 
might derive from the first branch of the proposition, allowing the same 
rate of duty to be imposed upon protected articles that should be imposed 
upon unprotected. It would be a great abuse of terms to call any arti- 
cle protected, when loaded with an excise equal to the duty imposed up-^ 
on its foreign rival. This wore not only to forbid the laying a duty, witlx 
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a view to protection, but to prohibit such incidental protection as would 
arise from the imposition of dudes laid with a sole view to reveiiue, and 
adjusted to that standard. 

It wilf n )t be expected of the committee to enter upon the delated 
ground of the larift'. They may Le permitted, however, to oL serve, that 
they can scarcely iccuncile the operation of rhat sys.em, as descriLed 
in the Sou.h Carolina address, wi;h the increase of uur navigation, and 
the extension of our mercuiiine openi^i^ns, as conimunicafcd [y the 
President of the United Sra.es in his messtsge to the i^rusent Congress, 
or the fljurishing state of infernal trade which we know to exist. The ! 

President says, "ihe returns which have been made out since we last \ 

me: will show an nicrease, durin^^- ihe pre-'eding year, of more than l 

eighty ihoiisand tons m our shippin*., and of near forty millions of dohars | 

in die ag^re^ate of our impv-r:.s and exports^." This picture of growing i 

prosperiiy, is scarcely conioatiiije wilh a system which is represented as 
spreadiiig rnin and desolation over every class of the conmiunii} , except 
a few ca;.'ita;.sts en.iagetl in manufactures, prematureiy leg^iU and arti- 
ficially sustamed. It cannut be reconciled wih the depression of agri- 
culture, or the idea that that portion of the Uni ei- S.ates which furnishes 
almost the whole export upon which foreign trade is based, is ground in- 
to poverty and insigniii:;ance by an oppressive government. 

The comfuittce are unai le to perceive that the whole amount of duties 
falls upon Southern produoiions. They lelieve that die people of South 
Carolina pay, like -he people every where eise, the people of the man- 
uftii^turiug s'.a<cs us well as others, in proportion to their consumption. 

The committee believe that the pet>ple of this C -mmunweaith have 
conridered ihe .aritf, so far as it operates the encouragement < f Ameri- 
can inan.ifac.urei*, as a nali .nal measure, contributing to our strength 
and independence, nnJ as a measure decii edly of prospective defence. 
That its ultimate etfcctis to develo^-.e, to the uttermost, the great natural 
resoucces of our country, to enlarge the sphere of our domestic industry 
and domestic commerce, and to accelerate oar advance to that point of 
opulence and power, whi h the peculiar advantages of our situation 
would seem to incUcate. F/ce traj'e prevails I etween the States of this 
Union. The C' nsiitution provides for the unrestrained circulation of 
commodities, throughout this vast con'inent. And we cannot but believe 
that the perniancnt resi 'ence of -he mechanical arts, in any part of if, 
will be favorai Ic to every l ranch of industry, in every o:hcr [jart of it. 
Arts an.l manufactures require enconragemcm; they have floumished 
most in those coun-ries where the government has exten c 1 its patron- 
ao^e, and richly have they rewarv'ed, intheirmatureosta*', 'he generous 
protection v/hich shielc^ed their infancy. In the full perf^^" ion in which 
they exist in o'her countries, at what. conceivai)le point of tiu^e, or under 
what Conceivable state of things, could individual enJerprize and capital 
en'er, unaide 1, into a congest in which the power and resources of foreign 
governments w«)n.ld certainly be thrown into the scale against them. To 
deny the prin'Mple of protection, is to prohibit manufactures forever to. 
the United States. 

Your commi^'ec, without going further into this subject, or without un- 
dcrtaking to decide tho extent to which protectipn ought to be afFordodj. 
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woiald remark^ that the proposition from South Carolina, should have been 
made rather in the nature, of a remonst -ance to Congress, than in the 
character of an aiidre«s to the state governments. It is in che style of 
a projct for a commercial treaty beivveen sovereign states, in which 
she lays down her ultimatum, and threatens, 'hat unless it be met speed- 
ily, she will dissolve the political connexion already subsisting between 
the American states. In ihe view of your committee, thui connexion is 
already dissolved, so far, at least, as the Ordinance of South Carolina 
can effect so porientous an 6vent. In he view of your commi-tee, the 
provisions of thaO.diname, and the principles upon which those who 
framed it have chosen to rest its vindication, are in direct violation of 
the Constitution of the United S ates, and if sustained, are immediately 
subversive of the American Rv^public. Though, from the tone assumed 
by Carolina in her address to the states, there is little hjpe that persua- 
sion or reasoning will produce any effect upon her, your committee have 
still thought thai, in a crisis so momentous, we should spread our consti- 
tuiion.ll opinions upon the jarchivesof our state. 

S juth Carolina, under the lead of her ablest statesmen in 1832, pro- 
claims a law, laying a duty widi a view to protection, and all appropria- 
tions for the purposes of internal improvement to be plain, palpable vio- 
lations of the federal compact, and atrocious usurpations upon the part of 
the General Governmen' — a system of legislative plunder, rivetted upon 
her by an irresponsii)le despotism. 

In 1810, this very state^ by her champion in Congress, recommends 
to tlie General Government, the protection of manufactures, with a force 
of argument not easily resisted. 

In 18.19, the same talented champion of the South recommends "a 
judicious system of roads and canals, constructed for the convenience of 
cqm.ner •€;" "such a systeai," says Ma Caihoun, in his report on roads 
and canals submitted to Congress on the 7th <.f Janr^ary, 1§19, from the 
department of war, '*su.;h a system, hy consolidating our union, increasing 
our wealth an 1 fiscal capacity, would add firreatly to our resources in war." 
Ic is of the last' importance that judicial decisions should be uniform. 
If the nation depended for iis constitutional law i^pon South Carolina, it 
m'ist be confessed that the precedents would be found m irreeoncilealle 
conflict. In truth, she led most prominently, in the iniriation of that 
system, to put down which, she woubj now real the union. 

The Conven-ion, however, affirm that nullifiv-ation, or the right of a 
sta-e to pronounce an authoritalive judgmen^upon thoconstiititionality 
of a law, is a right imder the constitution. They deny that this is a rev- 
oluionary movement. They disclaim the idea of rebellion. As the 
Ordinance is the only existing specimen of nullifi -ation, it wodld be well 
perh'ips, in the solu ion of this question, to compare i^s provisions with 
the Constitution. That instrument declares that the ju<^'i^ial power 
therein delegated, shall extend to all cases in law and cqnity arising un- 
der the Constitution, the laws of tlie Unite ' Slatesan ' treaties made, 
or which shalU e made, un^ler their aJT'hority. The Ordinance forbids 
an appeal to the Supreme G)urt 'f the United S atos, in any cafe in law 
or equiry, in whi -h he a Us of C xn^ress of the 19»h of May, 1628, smd 
tke 14th of July, 1832*, are, or shall be drawn in question. 
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The Constitution proclaims itself, and the laws c^ the United Stated 
made in pursuance thereof, and ali the treaties made or which shall be 
made under the authority of the Uniced Saies, to be the supreme law of 
the land, and the judges of every state shall be bound therel>y, any thing 
in the Constitution or laws of any state to tlie contrary notwiihstanding* 
The Ordinance declares itself paramuunt and binding upcn the citizens 
of Sou!h Carolina, and makes ali oilicers, judicial and others, within 
the state, swear to observe and cAccute it. 

The Constitution provides that ali duties, imposts and excises, shall be 
uniform throughout the United Sates. The Ordinance dtciares that no 
duties shall be collected wiihin «be limits of Carolina, unJer the existing* 
revenue laws of tlie union, a 1 hough they are in force every where else 
through 'JUt the United S^aios. 

The Constitution gives to Congress the power to provide for calling 
forth the militia of the union to execute she laws, suppress insurrections, 
and repel invasions. The Ordinance declares that if Congress attempt* 
to execute her laws by ll»rje, S^uh Caroiuia will organize a separate 
government, and maintain her Ordinance at all hazarcs. 

Your committee con;;eive the statement of these prqjositions to ren- 
der all argument unnecessary. 

The extent of the powers of the General Government depend most 
certainly on the Cons itution; it is strictly a government of delegated 
powers, and the powers not delegated to the United States by the Con- 
stitution, noi* prohibited by it to the states, are reserved to the stages res- 
pectively, or to the people. But where a })ower of a sovereign cha»*ac- 
ter is expressly granted by fhat instrument, it would le difficult to «>ain- 
tain that the same power is an[iong »he reserved rights of tlie slates. The 
judicial power in the case under consideration, has been delegated, in 
express terms, to the Geperal Government. ^ 

The Conven i. n felt that to maintain their Ordinance, they must aban- 
don the Constitution, an«! seek elsewhere for argument and illustration. 
They have accordingly done so, and found the judicial power, not among 
the reserved rights of the states, but in a iheorj , partly of iheir own 
construc'ion and partly borrowec* fromcertainresolutions of the Virginia 
Legislature, passed in times of high party excitement. As to tlie au- 
thority of the resolutions in favor of nullification, your committee would 
remark that (he construction given to them by the Convention, has I eea 
disavowed in sE published letter of Mr. Madison, their venerable author. 

Your committed beg leave to give their views of this theory, produc- 
tive, as it is likely to be, of such important practical results. 

It is said that, by our memorable revolution, "the Bi i'ish colonies in 
America became, and were declared to le, sovereign and in^'ependent 
states; that as distinct political communities, they entered intoactm- 
pact, treaty, league or alliance, un^'er the style and title of the Consti- 
tution of the United States; but that each remained as absolutely and un- 
controlably sovereign as under the articles of cx-nfederation, or as any 
other prince, potenla^e or soverei(*,n upon earth; that there has not. ex- 
isted at any *ime su^h a political body as the people of the U[nHed 
-Suites; that there is not n^'W, nor has there ever leen such a reuitioti 
existing as that of a citizen of New Hampshire aad a citizen of Soath 
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CJarllona bound togethei" in the same social compact; that there is not 
now, nor has there ever been any direct aHegiance between the citizens 
of South Carolina and the Federal Government; the relation between 
them is through the state; that the general government is in fact a com- 
pact between sovereigns, imposing merely a moral obligation upon the 
stares not to exercise certain powers, which still remain in them, and 
which are in fact unalienable, though we are accustomed to say inaccu- 
rately, that they have been surrendered by the states; that the extent of 
the powers of the general government depends upon the states ; in short, 
that they are as sovereign as Great Britain, France and Russia would 
be in an alliance, offensive and defensive; that it follows from the nature 
of their political connexion, and is essential to their preservation, that 
they, like other sovereigns in the absence of a common arbiter, should 
be interpreters of their own agreements, and that in their character of 
sovereign arbiters, they have the unquestionable right to redress viola- 
tions and infractions of their compact, and to choose the mode and meas- 
ure of siich redress; diat the compact has been violated palpably; that 
South Carolina has interposed, and by counter legislation, which, from 
the principles above laid down, is, and must be parampunt within her 
own limits, arrested the operation of the acts, which transcend the char- 
ter; "South Carolina cannot and will not yield to any department of the 
federal government, and still less, to the Supreme Court of tlie United 
States, the creature of a governmei*'^ which is itself the creature of the 
states — a right, which enters into the essence of all sovereignty, and 
without which, it would become a bauble and a nariae." 

Who does not discei*n in this systepa> the principtes OTutter disorgani- 
zation. It is obvious that the judicial power, in such cases as that uii- 
der-consideration, is as clearly delegated to the government of the Uni- 
ted States, as any other power whatever. If South Carolina could not 
surrender this, as being of the essence of her sovereignty, and therefore 
unalienable, she could surrender no other sovereign power, legislative 
or executive; the doctrine denies the validity of the Constitution, and 
nullifies the whole instrument. It would seem useless in this view of the 
matter, to appeal to the Constitution : we must drive our enquiries higher 
and wider — we must explore the foundations upon which that instrument 
rests its claims to validity, and settle its authority, before we seek to pen- 
etrate its meaning. Let us pursue this metaphysical theory (for it seems 
no less,) a little further : Tliey say the powers of the general govern- 
ment are delegated and derivative — the state sovereignties are original 
and inherent. We would repljy that derivative powers are a trust, 
and theirefbre unalienable, but that original and inherent rights can be 
granted away. The consequence, that flows from this indisputable dUs*- 
tinction, is, that if the state governments be primitively, inhereufly and of 
tibie^r own right sovereign, and the Constitution was ideally derived from 
that source alone, which is assumed as the bads of the argument in the 
address of the C'»nventiott,.then the granis contained in the Constitution' 
al^ valid, and as we have shown the judicial power to be ainonjg themi* 
a«! extiendirig'to the very case un^er considei*atU)n, the Ordinance of 
nitllffii5a)<$0B^ from their own shewing,- is an iHeg(^ usittrpatiion 'iof pbwer, 
wh^ has^ beett vested in another tribuaah 
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But we will not place the Ck)nstitution upon that ground. It is not a 
mere treaty of aHiance between sovereigns, left to the interpretation ot 
the sword; nor is it dependant for the execution of its powers, upon the 
will of twenty-four absolutely sovereign governments. The articles of 
confederation were the act of the state governments. The old Congress 
was their creature — and a miserably impotent, dependant creature it 
was — their acts were mere reconmiendations, and most frequently dis< 
regarded; they were a consulting body merely, and the whole executive 
authority, or rather entire sovereignty, resided in the states. The fruits 
of the revolution were likely to be lost in the evils of an inefficient gov- 
ernment, and an imperfect union. The great geniuses who achieved 
the revolution, perceived the defects of their system, and roused the peo- 
ple to a sense of their danger. The Federal Constitution does not de- 
rive its authority from the Convention that met at Philadelphia. As the 
act Cf that body, it was a mere recommendation of a form of government 
by which the people of the several stales might become uni ed. It was 
adopted, and made law, by Conventions chosen by the people in each 
state, in the same manner that their state Constitutions are. The grants 
of power contained in it are not concessions upon the part of the state 
governments. They are grants from the people of the states. The state 
governments did not, and indeed, they could not, delegate their authority, 
which was itself but derivative^ but the people, their masters, in adopt- 
ing the new Constituticm, denied them certain powers. The Federal 
Constitution is the fundamental law of each state, made so by the au- 
thority of the people of each state. It is the fundamental law of all the 
states, made bm hy the consent of the people of all the states. It creat- 
ed such a body politic as the people of the United States. In the lan- 
' guage of General Washington, it consolidated their union. 

The science of politics has been thought to have received a great im- 
provement from the American revolution, and its sioundest principles to 
have been incorporated in the Federal Constitution. One, and not the 
least important of these principles is, that all political and governmental 
power is derivative. The original or jure divino right, either in states 
or princes, is gone. Government is the result of a convention between 
individuals, deriving its just powers from the consent of the governed. 
There are no original sovereigns — save each individual man in a state 
of nature, and his sovereignty extends only to himself. .4.11 government 
is a trust, springing out of the necessities of mankind. It is a conven- 
tional method, in every instance, by which the strength and reason of 
many distinct individuals can be united, in such manner as to giye to 
each the power and protection of the whole. ' A written Constitution is 
the deed which creates the trust, and provides a mode of interpretation 
where difficulties arise. No power, short of that which created, can 
cancel an instrument so solemn and important; all have an interest in 
it: nor can it be changed in any other way than by the consent of all, 
or in such a manner as itself provides, or by physical force and revolu- 
tion. In pursuance of these principles it was made an objection to the 
articles of confederation, that they had not been ratified by the people, 
and being dependant upon the state legislatures for their origin, were 
subject to legislative repeal . The statesmen of that time understood ^eli 
tjhat a government which was intended to act immediately upon penons 
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and property through its own agents, which was to depend upon itself 
for the execution of its powers, could not be the result of an internation- 
al compact; that it could hold no claim of allegiance upon individuals 
unless it flowed from the people, the pure and only legitimate fountain of 
power. In the sanctions of the popular authority, therefore, they laid 
the deep foundations of our social order, and established the relation of 
citizen and government, with the corresponding duties of allegiance and 
protection. Your committee can never believe that government can 
justly be created in any other way. 

The people of separate and distinct communities are surely compe- 
tent, voluntarily and upon f^ill deliberation, to unite themselves under 
one government, with a Constitution containing all the safeguards of li- 
berty, and all the powers necessary for its own preservation : and such 
a Constitution is perpetually binding upon all. Such a one, and drawa 
from such a source, the ConstitHtion of the United States purports to be ; 
and such it has been, in its practical operation, for more than forty year% 
in the constant exercise of those powers which are now denied it. "We 
the people," says its caption — "We, the people of the United States, m 
order to form a more perfect union, establish justice, ensure domestic 
tranquillity, provide for the common defence, promote the general wel- 
fare, and secure the blessings of liberty to ourselves and posterity, do 
ordain and establish this Constitution for the United States of America;''* 
and it has operated the^e grand results to the full letter of its promise. 

South Carolina warns the states against any measures of rashness. 
Can it be possible that she imagines any state will proceed, in her sove- 
reign capacity, to mal^e war upon her? Does she consider the Consti- 
tution so compJeteiy at an end, that each state shall sieze, the sword, 
which has been committed to our common government? To declare war, 
is not am<Hig tlie reserved rights. We have no power to enter into al- 
liances, pro or con. Our allegiance to the Constitution requires, that we 
should obey the call of that power appointed to execute the laws, sup- 
press insurrections, and repel invasions. The people of this Common- 
wealth have obeyed that call, for the latter purpose, whether to the north 
or to the south. May it please Heaven to spare them the proofs of pat- 
riotism, which dangers from domestic sources would compel them to fur- 
nish. In the contemplation of an event so calamitous, your committee 
would forget the terms in which South Carolina announces her lofly re- 
solves, her inflexible determination — terms that would seem to admit nei- 
ther of answer nor remonstrance. We would remonstrate, we would 
adjure South Carolina, or those who guide her councils, by the blood 
and suflerings of our common ancestors, not to mar their work ; not to 
insult the memory of the dead ; not to embitter the last hours of thdt 
small remnant of the revolution, who yet linger upon earth, by demon- 
strating that a republic, that vision of glory which led them on through 
toil and privation, was a delusion and a cheat. We would adjure them 
by their own great names — names won in the service of the United 
States, and hitherto looked upon as a portion of American wealth, — ^by 
the talents so gloriously exerted in defence of those very principles which 
they now denounce — we would adjure them to be satisfied with lawful 
fame. Let them not dream of a resemblance between their situation 
and^hat of the fathers of the revolution. Mankind will not, and cannot*. 
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ro'^"* ize it. Should they succQed in goadiag ejathusiasm to rnndne^,. 
r '. i iiiey succeed is infusing their own wild .passions into the people 
South, and precipitate the United States into all the horrors and 
f^rs of civil war, the glory which hallows the tomb of the patriot 
ryv will not be theirs j their past honors will turn to infamy, and they 
111 set in storm and darkness, amidst the deep execrations of all mankind. 
Your committee would recommend, to the Legislature, the adoption 
ol the following resolutions, to the end that South Carolina, and the 
woi*ld, and posterity, may know that, in this first convulsion of our polit- 
ical system, Kentucky at least was faithful. 

1. Resohedy b^ the General A99embly of the CammonweaWi of Kentucky y That 
th^ uuioQ of the people of these States, as established by the Federal Constitution, is es- 
sential to their prosperity, liberty and happiness, and roust be preserved. 

2. Resolved^ That the powers of the FederalGovemmeot are derived from theConstitu- 
tion of the Jnited States ; and whether that charter was ordained by the whole people of the. 
United States^ as one nation, or by the people of the States^ or by iie States in their distinct 
political capacities, the rules and principles of construction in relation to it are the same. 

3. That whatever differences of opinion may prevail as to the extent of protection 
which ought to be afforded to American manufactures, we concur in opinion, that the. 
acts of Congress (^ 1828 and 1833, declared null and void by the late Convention of 
South Carolina, are laws of the United States, made in pursuance of the Federal Con* 
ctitution, and, in the language of that instrument, are ^^supreme laws of the land,'' and 
binding upon the whole until altered or repealed by the authority that n?ade them. 

4. That we disapprove the Ordinance of the Convention, and all attempts made Ift 
pursuance thereof, by the State of South Carolina, to nullify the said acts of Congress, 
or to obstruct in any way theij- executibn, as an assumption of power not warranted by 
the Constitution, tnor to be found among the rights reserved to the States respectively. 

5. 1 hat the people of the United States have a deep interest in the perpetuity and in> 
tegrity of the UAton, and an undoubted right to preserve it; and the right of secession, 
asserted by the Ordinance, is not only unauthoiized by the Constitution, but is repugnant 
to its letter and spirit. 

6. That it is a duty which every citiaen of the United States owes to himaeU and our 
common country, wh.en called upon, to aid the constituted authorities of the Govenx^ 
ment in carrying into effect the laws of the Union. 

7. That so long as the present Constitution remains unaltered, the legislative enact- 
ments of the constituted authorities of tlie United States can only be repealed by the au- 
Monties that made them, and if not repealed, can in no otherwise be finally and autliori- 
tatively abrogated or annulled than ,by the sentence of the Federal Judiciary declaring 
their unconstitutionality ; that those enactments, subject only to be so repealed or declared 
nulf, and treaties made by the United States, are supreme laws of the land ; thatnostato. 
of this union, has any constitutional right or power to nullify any such enactment or trea- 
ty, or to contravene them or obstruct their execution ; that it is the dttty of the President 
of the United States, a boundcn, solemn duty^ to take care that these enactments and 
treaties be faithfully executed, observed and fulfilled ; and we receive with unfeigned and 
cordial approbation the pledge which the President has given to the nation in his late pro- 
clamation, that he will perform this high and solemn duty. 

8. That his excellency, the Governor, be, and he is hereby requested, to transmit copies 
of these resolutions to the President of the United States, our Senators and Representa- 
tives in Congress, and to the Governor of South Carolina.
